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THE WAR IN THE MIDDLE EAST HITS HOME 


All last summer, virtually unnoticed by 
the rest of the world, the Iraqis and the Ku- 
waitis met to settle disputes between the two 
countries. Iraq claimed that the Kuwaitis 
stole 2.4 billion dollars worth of oil from 
under the disputed border between the two. 
The meetings did not produce any solutions, 
so on August 1st Iraq broke off the talks. The 
rest of the world paid little attention to this 
and went on with the rest of their lives. 
However, in the coming days people and na- 
tions would take notice. 

Most everyone woke up on the morning of 
August 2nd to the news that, overnight, Iraqi 
troops had invaded Kuwait. Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein thought that this would 
solve the problems between the two. Howev- 
er, this caused more problems than it solved. 

The world’s position on the subject of 
Iraqi-Kuwaiti relations had done a complete 
turnabout. Their opinion before the invasion 
was that Arabian matters should be settled 
by those Arabians. After the invasion, 
though, the United Nations voted to impose 
sanctions against Iraq. Along with that, the 
U.N. sent an American led, Multinational 
force of troops to Saudi Arabia to help pro- 
tect the Saudis. 

The multinational force was headed by 
400,000 American troops. Soon after the as- 
signments of the troops, the American 
Armed Forces announced that to keep mili- 
tary personnel levels the same all over the 
world, they would have to call up many re- 
servists. Also, as the forces assembled in 
Saudi Arabia, there was a need for more peo- 
ple to be there. Therefore, this also added to 
the number of required. This call-up affect- 
ed ten Deland-Weldon graduates. These

The threat

ories of the 
Vietnam and 
Korea Con- 
flicts, and 
came under 
protest by 
some Ameri- 
can people. 

They said 
that there 
should be 
“No Blood 
for Oil.” 

However, 
there was an 
overwhelm- 
ing support 
of our troops 
by displays 
of signs, t- 
shirts, Amer- 


ican flags, and yellow ribbons. Many sports 
teams showed their support for the troops by 
wearing American flag decals or patches on 
their uniforms. Even our own Deland-Wel- 
don basketball team wore arm -bands at the 
last two home games. 

On November 29, the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil Gave Iraq a deadline of midnight on Jan- 
uary 15 to pull all of its troops out of Kuwait. 
After that, the U.N. Coalition could move 
against the Iraqis, if they weren’t out. As the 
January 15th date drew nearer. Congress de- 
bated on whether or not the president had to 
consult with the House and Senate before 
sending our troops into combat. They even- 
tually, after long deliberation, okayed the 
use of force by the president. 

The deadline came and went without an 
Iraqi pullout, so at about 1 o’clock Saudi 
Arabia time U.N. Coalition jets took off, 
bound for their targets in Iraq and Kuwait. 
At 3:06 Saudi time (6:06 our time) White 
House spokesman Marlon Fitzwater said 
that, in President Bush’s words, “the libera- 
tion of Kuwait has begun.” 

The next day, amidst the continuous 
bombing by the Allies, Iraq launches the 
first of many Scud missile attacks against 
Israel. Iraq hoped that if they could drag 
Israel into the war, the Allied forces would 
become divided. But the Allies shot down 
the Scud with a Patriot anti-missile missile. 
Israel was safely protected from the Scud 
attacks by these Patriots, so they did not 
retaliate. 

Ten days into the war (January 25), Iraq 
sabbotaged a Kuwaiti oil facility on the 
coast. Tbis caused millions of gallons of oil 
to pour into the gulf. (Scientists predict that 


the oil could be in the environment for over 
300 years.) This move made Iraq even more 
hated by the world. Later bombing by the 
Allies shut off this continous dumping. 

On February 18, Iraqi foreign minister 
Tariq Aziz met with Soviet President Mik- 
hail Gorbachev to draw up a peace proposal. 
President Bush rejected the proposal that 
was drawn up and said that Iraq must leave 
Kuwait by 8 p.m. Saudi time (11 a.m. our 
time) on February 23. If they weren’t out by 
then, the U.N. was to use its ground forces 
and move into Kuwait. Iraq didn’t withdraw 
so the Allies began the short lived ground 
war. 

In a few days the Allies marched deep into 
Kuwait and took over 18,000 Iraqi troops 
prisoner. On February 27, after the Allies 
reclaim Kuwait City and severely disable the 
Elite Iraqi Republican Guard, President 
Bush makes a national speech. In this speech 
he declared that at midnight (EST) “all 
United States and Coalition forces will sus- 
pend offensive combat operations.” This 
statement ended the war. 

The Persian Gulf War had lasted 43 days, 
39 of which had been non-stop air bombard- 
ment of Iraqi positions. The war had caused 
252 confirmed American deaths and 59 con- 
firmed deaths of other Allied Forces. The 
number of Missing In Action (Americans) 
and Prisoners Of War (also American) were 
45 and 9, respectively. The Allied forces' 
(without the U.S.’s) reported numbers were 
21 Missing In Action and 4 Prisoners Of 
War. The Allies also took more than 80,000 
Iraqis prisoner. Since the war has ended al- 
most all of the Iraqi prisoners have been 
returned, and so has most of the Allied pris- 
oners.
